“ I know of one case,” he 
said, “ where a tract of something over 
480 acres was purchased three years 
ago for $35 an acre. 
The first year 
it was cropped the renter raised 101 
bushels of corn to the acre, which he 
sold for $1,35 per bushel. 
The rent­ 
er realized $102 an acre profit on each 
acre and the owner received $34.08 on 
each acre. 
Thus, in the first year, he 
received in crop returns nearly the 
price paid for the tract. The next year 
the owner sold th a t land for $135 per 
acre, netting as a profit of nearly $135 
an acre in the deal. 
The speaker reminded his hearers 
that a g reat many people in South­ 
east Mis sour! do not realize 
the grca 
results which have re-ulted from the 
reclamation work. 
He told them that 
the money paid to the 40 or 50 con­ 
tractors was paid in wages to n u n liv­ 
ing in the district and he explained 
th a t all of the funds expended were 
kept in Southeast Missouri.

THE GREATEST OF THE HAIGS 
MAY BE “HAIG OF BEMERSYDE’ 


More than 
seven 
centuries 
ago 
Thomas the Rhym er sang the pro­ 
phecy of the House of Haig. 
It was 
a young house then, as houses 
went. 
It’s an old hou^e now, but still Haig 
is Haig of Bemersyde. 
There have 
been times when the succession bade 
fair to end, but through the centuries 
it has been kept unbroken. 
One of 
the most notable of these periods of 
uncertainty was mentioned by Sir W al­ 
ter Scott in his “ Minstrelsy of 
the 
Scottish Border,” when, in the E ig h t­ 
eenth Century, twelve daughters were 
born to the m aster and m istress 
of 
Bemersyde before a kind providence 
sent them a son. 
“The common peo­ 
ple trembled for the credit of their 


Yarrow, the nakedness of which im­ 
pressed W ashington Irving 
so u n fa­ 
vorably, were then 
unbroken wood­ 
land. 
But with time, the g reat forests 
disappeared, and in later, more peace­ 
ful years Bem ersyde hill became the 
favorite haunt of Sir W alter 
Scott, 
whose home was nearby. 
This part 
of Scotland is shrouded in the legends 
of two poets. 
Scott and Thomas of 
Ereildon— Thom as 
the Rhymer, 
the 
ruins of whose castle, dating from 
the Thirteenth century, are not fa r 
from Bemersyde. 
From Bemersyde hill, Scott used to 
watch for hours a t a time the shadows 
of fleeting clouds, as they skimmed 
across the checkered 
fields 
below. 
Winding roads lace in white the green 
and brown splotched landscape. 
The 
Tweed meanders across 
the broad

favorite soothsayer,” 
Scott 
relates, -plain in graceful sweeps and bends, 
but, “ the late Mr. H aig was at length 
born, and their belief in the prophecy 
confirmed

to pass to the most illustrious of the 
race, Field M arshal Sir Douglas Haig. 
A recent press dispatch to The S tar re­ 
ported the beginning of an attem p t 
on the part of his adm irers to pur­ 
chase the homestead of Earl Haig. 
He is out of the direct line of suc­ 
cession, btu his cousin, Lieutenant Col. 
Haig, present m aster of Bemersyde, 
has expressed a willingness to su r­ 
render it to his kinsman for $215,000.

Bannockburn 
and died

soldier’s 
death at Haidon hill; the eight laid 
down his life with 
Douglas 
on the 
bloody 
slo pes 
of 
Otterbourne; 
the 
tenth was killed at Piperdean; 
the 
tw elfth and 
thirteenth 
fought 
on 
opposite sides at the civil conflict 
of 
Sauchieburn 
the last naaicd, 
Will­ 
iam, falling with the flower of Scot­ 
tish chivalry at Flodden field in 1513. 
“ In those rare intervals when -lay ­ 
ing was slack in their own country 
the sons of the house sought soldier’s 
fortunes on the continent,” relates the 
Saturday Review ' o f \p ril 
9, 1892. 
“ There is preserved am mg th" fam i­ 
ly papers a letter w ritten in 1626 
by 
Jam es Haig, an officer in the garrison 
a t U tretcht, to the laird, his brother, 
imploring him 
to

The present m as­ 
ter of Bemersyde was a lieutenant 
colone in the British armyffi the pros­ 
pective moster, his cousin, has a tta in ­ 
ed the highest military honor in the 
power of his king to present.

H aigs behind

There, the legend says, the 
monk did penance throughout
